— Urges Govcrnment~hiquiry. 

In an open letter t<» Sir Thomas 
White. Acting Premier of Canada. 
Professor James Mavor of Toronto 
University appeals to prevent what 
he calls a monstrous national crime. 
He points out that between 7.0X' and 
8,C<0 Doukhobors emigrated from Rus- 
sia to Canada in 1899 and that they 
are now' being forced out of their 
purchased lands as they were forced 
out of their homesteads by the came 
conspiracy of local tradesmen, local 
farmers, and local politicians. 

Professor Mavor points out that the 
Doukhobors made two conditions 
when they caino to this country— ex- 
rnptlon from military service and 
freedom to settle in villages. Roth 
of these were accepted by the Minis- 
ter of the Interior of the time. The 
first of these conditions was embodied 
in an order-In-Councll. ^
